The lucky ones 



Not everyone is saddled 
with massive debt

When Josh McFarland graduated from Stan- 
ford, he owed $40,000 in student loans and 
couldn’t fathom a way he’d ever pay it off and 
have a future for himself— not unusual for 
the typical young adult these days. Then he 
went to work for Google. 

As a product manager, he got stock op- 
tions and cashed them in over the five years 
he worked there. He married a fellow Google 
employee, so she had stock too. Then she 
moved on to Yelp, and he quit to launch 
TellApart, which provides technology solu- 
tions for e-commerce sites. 

Now 33, McFarland has a 3-year-old and a 
newborn and no longer has to think about 
his student loan: His company has $17.75 mil- 
lion in venture capital investment. While he 
doesn’t consider himself retire-now rich, his 
piece of the company affords him what he 
calls “breathing room” and what other people 
might call wealth. 

McFarland is on the starting end of Gen- 
eration Y, the cohort born after 1980 that is 
typically portrayed as saddled with massive 
student debt, underemployed and underpaid. 

More than a third of

the Pew Research Center. 

But McFarland is part of the sizeable mi- 
nority that is doing quite well: Nearly 12 mil- 
lion Gen Yers live in households that make 
more than $100,000, according to the Ipsos 
MediaCT’s Mendelsohn Affluent Survey. 
Many of them, in technology fields, live fru- 
gal work-based lifestyles and are not saddled 
with the six-digit student debt held by doc- 
tors and lawyers. 

Raised on the Internet and disheartened 
by having watched the older generations 
suffer through the tech bubble of 2000 and 
the recession of 2008, these young adults are 
viewing their quickly accumulating wealth 
differently For one thing, they do not seem 
as interested in the trappings of wealth, nor 
are they concerned about stuffing traditional 
retirement accounts. They see money as a 
path to career freedom, where they can pick 
up and start again at will as soon as a more 
interesting offer comes along. 

Increasingly they turn to Web-based 
wealth management firms or choose do- 
it-yourself brokerage accounts. Consider 
the typical clients at Wealthfront, an on- 
line investing broker that has amassed 
$300 million in assets under manage- 
ment by catering to a demographic that 
is comfortable doing most of their busi- 
ness online. These are people in their early 
30s with $100,000 to invest, mostly above 
and beyond any tax-advantaged retirement 
plans like 40i(k)s and IRAs. Chief Oper- 
ating Officer Adam Nash estimates that 
Gen Y techies control about $100 bil- 
lion in assets. 

“The whole idea from the ‘80s — 
that you’d make some money and 
use that money to make more 
money — this current generation 
isn’t looking at money that way,” 
Nash says. “The typical software en- 
gineer isn’t dreaming of the day he can quit 
the rat race. They use their money instead 
to gain a little bit of control over what they 
work on and what they do.”

The Place Beyond 
the Pines 

Writer-director Derek Cianfrance 
follows up his frenetic, time-jump- 
ing 2010 divorce drama “Blue 
Valentine” with another movie 
that’s structurally adventurous but 
in a much different way. A triptych 
film, “The Place Beyond the Pines” 
begins as the story of a bank-rob- 
bing motorcycle stuntman (Ryan 
Gosling), then it becomes about 
a troubled cop (Bradley Cooper), 
and finally about the two men’s 
children. Though too slow-paced- 
and not as profound as it pretends 
to be-the film holds a real fascina- 
tion as it considers how one per- 
son’s life affects another’s, down 
through the generations.

A movie at once familiar and exot- 
ic, the Australian musical stars co- 
median Chris O’Dowd as an agent 
representing four aboriginal wom- 
en who perform as a Supremes- 
like girl group in 1968.

Mud 

One of the best pieces of news of this movie year has 
been the quiet box office success of writer-director 
Jeff Nichols’ coming-of-age drama, starring Matthew 
McConaughey as a fugitive criminal who enlists two 
teenage boys to help him fix up a boat so he can escape 
with his troublemaking childhood sweetheart (Reese 
Witherspoon). Like Nichols’ “Shotgun Stories” and “Take 
Shelter,” “Mud” is about the stress of family obligations 
and the quirks of lives lived well outside the big city. 
“Mud,” however, is less ponderous and more crowd-pleas- 
ing than its predecessors.

West of Memphis 

The Peter Jackson-produced, 

Amy Berg-directed West Memphis 
Three documentary covers a lot of 
the same ground as Joe Berlinger 
and Bruce Sinofsky’s “Paradise 
Lost” films, though given the bene- 
fit of time and new evidence, Berg 
is able to tell the story of three 
murdered children and the teens 
accused of ritually mutilating 
them more cleanly-if not with the 
sense of character or place that 
made the first Berlinger-Sinofsky 
film in particular such a landmark. 
That lack of focus on the sociol- 
ogy of the case means that “West 
of Memphis” misses how the 
culture of Arkansas prompted a 
miscarriage of justice, but on its 
own merits, Berg’s film is a well- 
assembled, well-argued doc that 
shows how our advocacy model 
of trial law can lead to the state 
spinning stories it knows probably 
are untrue.

The film takes place in 2154, about half 
a century since Earth’s wealthiest people 
escaped pollution and disease to live in a float- 
ing utopia called Elysium. Down on Earth, 
Max has spent his life longing to go up to the 
beautiful world in which virtually all illness 
can be cured, and absorbing a lethal amount 
of radiation during his thankless factory job 
provides all the urgency he needs. This guy 
is going to get to Elysium even if it kills him 
because, if not, he’s dead anyway 

Blomkamp (“District 9”) again seeks to 
establish a relevant story about the segrega- 
tion of rich and poor (with particular recogni- 
tion of strict immigration laws) and, in this 
case, the callousness of providing health care 
only for those who can afford it. However, 
“Elysium” never gets beyond established per- 


ceptions or into the details of what it actually 
takes to expand those resources. The chance 
that this film teaches anything or advances 
any conversation is as meager as the hair on 
Max’s head or the fat on his ripped torso. 
Never say Damon doesn’t get into character. 
This beautiful-looking movie will keep most 
viewers engaged and, as the film touches on 
both protective forcefields and police brutal- 
ity either moderately excited or extensively 
upset, ^t from Elysium’s cold, ambitious 


guardian (Jodie Eoster) to a rogue agent on 
Earth (Sharlto Copley) to Max’s childhood 
love (Alice Braga) and adult best bud (Diego 
Luna), “Elysium” overloads with plot and 
under-delivers on texture. And, by the way, the 
concept of an unlivable planet of the future 
isn’t just familiar— “Elysium” marks the third 
film this year (“Oblivion,” ‘After Earth”) to go 
there, not even including the abysmal “Upside 
Down.”

Anything but a fantasy 


Pretty much every- 
one knows the name 
Linda Lovelace from 
the landmark adult 
film “Deep Throat.” 
And I’ll raise my 
hand as someone 
who was otherwise 
clueless about her. 

If nothing else, the funny and upsetting 
“Lovelace” does a good job of setting the 
record straight about the person behind the 
’70s late-night talk show punchlines. It feels 
honest and neither exploitative nor giggly 
“Lovelace” is an entertaining and tragic story 
about one of the best-known names in porn 
who, in fact, spent fewer than three weeks in 
the business and never wanted to do it in the 
first place. 

Again proving her strength and worthi- 
ness as a star, Amanda Seyfried plays the 
titular young woman, who at 21 left her 
parents’ Florida home after meeting and 
soon marrying Chuck Traynor. This secretly 
sleazy ball of charisma was so begging for 
Peter Sarsgaard to play him that I’m relieved 
that’s what happened. For a while, the script 
by Andy Beilin (“Trust”) parallels “Boogie 
Nights” too strongly, and despite Seyfried’s 
commanding performance “Lovelace” strug- 
gles to connect the dots— more in terms of 
how Linda moved on after her brief stardom

than how she wound up there in the first 
place. Linda is at first perceived as a “sexy 
Raggedy Ann” who looks too real to fulfill a 
fantasy, until producers see her in action. 

Adam Brody (whose character changes 
his porn name from “Dick Long” to “Harry 
Reems” because it’s less obvious), Bobby 
Cannavale, Hank Azaria and Chris Noth 
deliver great supporting work as various 
adult industry players, and James Franco, 
ever-skilled at blending amusement and 
discomfort, makes an impact in a small role 
as Hugh Hefner. In only about 85 minutes, 
“Lovelace” authentically chronicles a woman 
who had a quick, painful road from finding 
oral sex disgusting to possessing the most 
famous throat in the country 

“You’re going to love it,” Chuck says 
when trying to persuade Linda to service 
him. “Don’t forget to breathe.” The sorrow 
of “Lovelace” is seeing how long it actually 
took for someone to look out for Linda’s 
interests, even as she was starring in a film 
about a woman finally discovering sexual 
fulfillment. There’s nothing arousing about 
exploitation.

Wax on, comic cons 

Ralph Macchio has plans for the new class of bullies

The Karate Kid isn’t much of a kid anymore, 
but Ralph Macchio’s crane kick lives on in the 
pop-culture lexicon. If 
“Parks and Recre- 
ation” is referencing 
you, you know you 
did something right. 
TVhead of his Wizard 
World appearance 
this weekend, RedEye 
chatted with Macchio 
about his “Funny or Die” experience, how 
the Karate Kid would deal with cyberbuUies 
and— of course— waxing on and waxing off 

Wizard World started as a comic convention, 
but like many of this type, it’s expanded to in- 
clude all of pop culture. How does it feel to be 
a prominent part of pop culture right now? 

It’s interesting. I get asked that, and it just 
feels odd to me that a comic con came to me. 
They have a bunch of times over the years, 
and for whatever reason it didn’t time out, but 
I didn’t understand the concept of someone 
coming to me, and not like someone who 
wrote “Superman.” Or who played some 
X-Men. With “The Karate Kid” especially 
there’s been so many references, and visual 
images from that film, you know? Who knew 
that “Wax on, wax off” would become part of 
the Tkmerican lexicon? 

Speaking of “wax on, wax off’ you had a 
little bit of fun with that with your “Funny or 
Die”bit- 

"^eah, I love that video. {Laughs.} I had a good 
time with that. I pitched that to them. I’ve 
always been asked to play either versions of 
myself, or poke fun at myself, and I just always 
knew if I was going to do it, it was going to be 
on my terms. So I was able to do that and put 


a great team together and made what I think 
is a really funny and smart video. 

With social media there’s a lot of talk about 
cyberbullying, and bullying in schools in 
general. I know one the themes of “The Ka- 
rate Kid” was how Daniel LaRusso learned to 
deal with his bullies. If you can step into that 
headspace, how would the Karate Kid deal 
with cyberbullying today? 

That’s an interesting question. Not to go too 
far off track, I developed a show which never 
got to air, which was sort of a reality-based 
show on bullying and dealing with how it’s 
changed with social media. It’s faceless, you 
know? The buUy is faceless these days. It’s not 
just stealing your lunch money and pushing 
you into a locker. 

How would the character Daniel LaRusso 
deal with present-day buUying? The only thing 
I could {say} is the role of the bystander really 
needs to change. There’s no room for anyone 
to sit and watch. Or have knowledge of and 
not take some form of action. It’s so com- 
plicated now because of social media. And 
sometimes it’s the parents who are the bullies. 
It’s faceless, it’s as covert as it gets, and chal- 
lenging and difficult. But I think my biggest 
advice is if anyone sees something has to say 
something, has to take some form of action. 

The Karate Kid had three films with three 
different love interests. Which one did Daniel 
LaRusso finally settle on? 

Oh, that’s a good one. I’ve never been asked 
that one before. That’s right, you had Eliza- 
beth Shue in the first picture. You hadTamlyn 
Tomita as the little Asian Girl {Kumiko} in 
the second. ^Aid Robyn Lively— she was sort 
of just a friend. We never got a kiss out of that 
one. He got a kiss out of the first two.

‘Star Trek’ creator’s son 
keeps his father’s vision 
aiive in documentary 

By Elliott Serrano i for redeye 
When “Star Trek” creator Gene Roddenber- 
ry died in 1991, fans of the franchise deeply 
mourned his death. But his son Rod Rodden- 
berry who was 17 at the time, felt differently 
about the show 

“When my father passed away, I didn’t 
know ‘Star Trek.’ I didn’t care about ‘Star 
Trek,’ ” Roddenberry said. “It was really at 
his memorial service where I heard stories 
from people, and I heard letters that people 
had written to my father saying “ ‘Star Trek’ 
touched my life, changed my life.’ ” 

Twenty years later, “Trek Nation,” Rodden- 
berr/s documentary celebrating the fandom 
and culture of “Star Trek,” came to life. The 
idea was spurred by another infamous film— 
1997’s “Trekkies.” “{‘Trekkies’} showed the 
extreme sides of fandom, which said ‘look at 
all these whack-jobs wearing costumes.’ And 
I was really turned off by that,” he said. “The 
fans I’d met at that point, a majority of them, 
if not 99 percent of them, were down-to- 
Earth, normal people who had a passion for 
‘Star Trek’ and its vision of the future. Them 
wearing costumes on the weekend were no 
different than guys putting on leather chaps 
and vests, and getting on their Harleys.” 

Filming “Trek Nation” would have Rod- 
denberry explore “Star Trek” fandom and his 
relationship with his late father. “It was such 
a personal journey And so we got into some 
personal issues, of my father’s love. Did he 
love me? Did he love the fans more?” Rod- 
denberry said. “They didn’t really play well 



with the people we showed the early versions 
of the documentary. In the end, we were able 
to refocus and find a production/producing 
team that was able to make this documentary 
everything that I wanted it to be.” 

When pressed for an opinion on the cur- 
rent state of “Star Trek,” Roddenberry picks 
his words carefully ‘Although I think ‘forgiv- 
ing’ is too strong a word. I’ve been very for- 
giving with the different reincarnations and 
interpretations of ‘Star Trek.’ You know, from 
what Rick Berman and Brannon Braga did 
to what J.J. Abrams has done. Yes, my father 
would have done things differently I would 
have done things differently But no one was 
out there trying to be Gene Roddenberry No 
one can be Gene Roddenberry” 

While he has no say in the way the fran- 
chise is handled, Roddenberry still has affec- 
tion for it. “I love the philosophy of ‘Star Trek.’ 
I love the vision of the future that my father 
created,” he said. “It’s my vision as well.”

JOHN MAYER 
LEARNED A LOT 
FROM BEING DUMB

John Mayer basically is a polite guy from 
Connecticut who doesn’t want anyone to 
think badly of him, even though for a while 
pretty much everybody did. So if you want to 
pore over his song lyrics for coded references 
to his famous exes ... if you want to think that, 
say his new single “Paper Doll” is a response 
to Taylor Swift’s “Dear John” (a Mayer-direct- 
ed poison pen letter, with hearts dotting the 
i’s), he won’t encourage you, but he doesn’t 
want to disappoint you, either. He knows 
that deep down, people prefer not knowing. 

“I’m not interested in helping anybody 
decode anything. There’s no code,” Mayer 
insists, in a recent phone interview from his 
home base in Montana. “I’m not saying that 
I welcome controversy, but I don’t want to 
set anything straight. That would kill me as 


a writer. It would be like turning the lights on 
in a club. It’s like, ‘Ewww. I don’t want to see 
this.’” 

In preparation for the release of a new disc, 
“Paradise Valley” on Aug. 20, Mayer is put- 
ting himself in front of the public for the first 
time since a medically induced touring hiatus 
of more than two years. The break gave him a 
new appreciation for making albums, playing 
shows (“I never get bored onstage anymore”) 
and the virtues of a less-complicated exis- 
tence. “I’m very easygoing at this point in my 
life. I know what I have, I know who’s in my 
life, my friends, my family my loved ones,” 
Mayer says. 

Mayer used to pride himself on being 
plugged in and clever, the guy with his fin- 
ger on the Zeitgeist, the one who always had 
something witty to say to the TMZ cameras. 
After an intemperate interview with Play- 
boy in 2010, he resolved to live what he calls 
“a four-chord life,” which means he tries to 
avoid reading, or becoming, pop culture-re- 
lated news. 

“I’m smarter for being dumber,” he said. “I 


don’t take it very seriously anymore, because 
you saw what happened before when I did.” 

Mayer was diagnosed with a granuloma, a 
benign lesion near his vocal cord, in Septem- 
ber 2011. Surgery proved unsuccessful, but 
Botox injections into his throat made for a 
novel form of chemical voice rest that worked 
almost too well. For months, he couldn’t 
make a sound; he even coughed silently 

It was boring and scary and awkward: 
What if he had to yell for help? “That was a 
thought,” Mayer admits. How did he order 
coffee at Starbucks? He had people for that, 
but “It made me be more effusive in terms of 
body language and smiling. It was a very in- 
teresting time.” 

Making up a setlist made Mayer nervous; 
he’s touring behind two new albums, “Para- 
dise Valley” and 2012’s “Born and Raised,” and 
everyone knows that audiences don’t like new 
albums. His records still sell respectably well, 
but Mayer, 35, sounds like a man resigned to 
a dignified, hitless future. “I’m transitioning 
from a guy who just five years ago had a hit 
on the radio to a guy who wants to have the 


Grateful Dead and Pearl Jam and Phish be a 
model for how to tour and how to put records 
out.” 

Mayer sees the Laurel Canyon-folk-influ- 
enced “Born and Raised” and its country-in- 
fluenced cousin “Paradise Valley” as parts of a 
trilogy with an upcoming album he hopes to 
record in January 

In the meantime, girlfriend Katy Perry’s 
new disc, which will presumably contain her 
version of their relationship, is set to drop 
Oct. 22. Is he worried that audiences will 
greet their dueling romantic narratives as 
some kind of musical “Rashomon”? 

Maybe, but what can he do? “I would nev- 
er tell someone what they could or couldn’t 
write. Ever.”
